—A firo sngine wan eallod out yesterday
A very important railway ordinance
was introddced in the city council Tuis
ovening in the interest of the B, & M.,
as well asfor the general interest of
Omaha, It was an ordinanece to graut
the Omaha & Bouthwestora railway com-
pany, (virtualiy the B, & M.)the right
of way noross Tonth street, between Ma-
won and Marcy, Eloventh at Marcy,
Thirteenth betweeen Marcy and Mason
etreets, Fourteenth between Mason and
Pacific stroets, Pierce at Sixteonth atreet,
and in the general course thus indieated,
to the city limits.
Councilman Behm, who introduced
the ordidance, moved to proceed and
heve it passed at once, in order to pra-
vent the B, & M. from being bull dozed
and iluruu:tl upon by outsiders, The com-
pany, be said, would pay all damnges,

Conncilman Fuesy oxplained that the
B. & M, proposed to build a line to the

i o wtock yareds, tnd thenee to Ash.
lnnd, thus shortening the road to Lin.
ta'n by 14 miles.
Councilman  Haseall made a strong
speech in fnvor of the passage of the or-
dinange, Hao said that this lino simply
gnvo the B & M. a line out of the oty
from Tenth to Twentietn streot parallel
with the U, P, railway,  This ordinance
provides that the BB, & M. (or Omaha &
Sonthwestern) shall not interfere with
the U, P, or with the rights of private
OWners.
Councilman Redfield also strongly sup-
ported the ordinance. Tae building of
this B, & M, line to tho stockyards
meant 200,000 hoad more of eattle per
year for the stock yards,
Councilman Ford objected to the im-
mediate passagoe of the ordidance, and
mtimatm{] that money had been offered
and paid to have it passed,
to postpone for one weck.
Councilinan Thrane said that he had
intended to vote for the ordinance, but
after hearing the statement of Couneil-
man Ford, relative to the use of money,
he !:ruhrruli to wait,

Councilman Leeder did not oppose the
ordinance,
Councilman Woodworth said that if it
was un ordinance to give a right of way
to the Belt line, he would vote for it, but
he could not for this,
The motion to refer for one woek was
lost, the president and Mesars. Bechul,
Anderson, Ford and Woodworth voting
in favor of it.
The motion to pass to a third reading
was loat by a vote of 6 to 6, which senda
the ordinance over one weck anyway. It
will come up next week upon third read-
ing, nnd a vote will be taken on its pasa-

Ho moved

age.

When the B. & M. folks brought their
ordinanoce into the eouncil they had nine
members who had promised to vote for
its passsgo at once, but the Union Pacific
gotting wind of the affair sent Johu M.
Thurston to the council chamber. The
result waa that three members weakened,
and the vote stood six to six. However,
the ordinance will probably be passed at
the next council meeting. OF course the
Union Pacific members of the council
voted against it last evening, and will do
50 ub the next mecting,

A TRATHGIO MOVE,

Anticipating that the Union Pacific would
be on hand to prevent the passage of the
ordinence, the B, & M, mauagors had ar-
ranged a strategic plan to be carried out
n the event that the ordinance was not
immediatoly passed, This plan to lay =
srack along n portion of the desired right
of way, and this was successfully done
last mght, Within fifteen minutes after
the vote in the council was taken, result-
ing in putting the ordinance over to next
week, 112 B, & M. workmen, marched
over from the B, & M, yard to the vicini-
ty of the Union Pacitic oil house, at
Fleyenth and Marcy streets, carrying
ties, rails, nnd other materinl for truck-
laying, and in the course of three hours
they Iaid over 700 feet of track, about
fifty feot south of the Union Pacific
track, The track laid by the B. & M.
rung from Eloventh to Thirteonth strest,
hugging the high bank around the
ourve,

About 11 o'clock Assistant Goeneral
Mannger Kimball, of the Union Paeitic
put in an appesrance on the ground, he
having been mformed by some messenger
uf what was going on.  He at ouce pro.
ceoded to get out an injunction on the
B, & M., but did not get it served until
nbout four o'clock in the morning, The
B, & M. hud completed their work and
secured the ground by this time, Mean-
tiing, the B, & M served an injunction,
which had been prepared on Tueaday
afternoon, on the Union Pacific mana-
gers nbout midnight to restrain that com.
pany from Linterfering in any  way with
the proposed line of the B. & M.

THE PLAN OF THR B, & M,

is to run a trapk acrvoss Tenth streot to
connect with this pices of track which
was laid botween Eleventh and Thir-
teenth, and then after running south
west some littde distance alongside the
Union Pacilie, to strike souh to the
Union stock yards, and thence extend its
track to Ashland, 'This will shorten the
B. & M, line to Lineoln 14 miles, by way
of the stookyards and Ashland, The old
Oreupolia line will be lefs for connec:
tion with Plattsmouth and the east. The
noew line will not only shorten up the
distanoo betweon Omaha sod Lincoln,
but will bring Omahs into dicsct con-
nection with the entive Bouth Platte
country, and will enable Omaha mer-
ghauts to compete in thet section of the
stato with Chicago, St. Jue sud Kausas
Cily dealers.

Great bensfita will be derived by
Omaha from thisenterprise in other ways,
and the passsge of the ordinance grant
ing the right of way to the B, & M
ought not 1w be delayed. T it is passed
at ones the B. & M, wiil build the track
to the stockyards this yesr aud will
spend §600,000 1y Omaha, The Boston
capitalists who are interested in the B.
&ll‘l. pow fecl like putting a great deal
of money into Owaha, whose growth has
surprised them, Thoy see that it s to
bo a great city, and they desire to bring
their great system—the B. & M. aud the
C. B & Q—into eloser relations and
shorter connection with the metropolia,

It
wants an equal show with other roads,
Haud the Union Pacific acted on the
e uare in the belt line enterprise, the B,
& M. wounld not now be under the neces
aity of building a line of ita own fo the
Union Stoek Yards, When the belt line
was started ic was generally understood
that all the roads coming into Omaha
should haveaboutequal interest in theatock
and all akould have the same facilition
for awitching and eArrying freight over
the road to and from the stock yards.
The B, & M., after the Delt line was
organized, wanted half the stock or
what over was its proper share, in con-
nection with other roads. The Union
Pacific backed out, and wanted all the
8 ock,"and now it wants 85 for every car
switohed over the line to the Stockyards,
or 810 por ear for the round trip. Rather
than aubmit to such charges, amounting
virtually to prohibition, the B. & M*
concluded to build a line of ita own, Of
course the Union Pacific will fight the
enterprige, but the people of Omaha can-
not afford to allow the Union Pacific to
continue to awn the city. The ordi-
nance, granting the B. & M. the right of
way, must be passed without any fur-
thor dolay. 1f this B. & M. track to the
Stockyards is not buiit, the B, & M,
will be forced to ocarry all its cattle to
Chicagon,

LATER—TAE ORDINANCE PASSED,

At tho special meoting last evening
ealled hy the mayor yesterday to pass the
right of way ordinance, all the membaora
wero present but Anderson,

A motionwas mnde by Hascall and
custied that the council now take up the
ordinance granting to the Omaha &
Southwestern railway the right of way
through cortain streats and alleys in
South Omala, Mr, Hazeall then moved
that the ordinance be read a third time
by title and put upon its final passsge

Woudworth objected, and asked that it
he read at length, and it waa 59 ordered
by the chair, A vote was then taken
with the following result:  Yeas, Behm,
Leeder, Redfield, Harenll, Kaufman, IFu

ray, and Thrane—7. Nays, Bechel,
Woodworth, Murphy and Ford —4.

The chair then doclared the ordinance
passod, Mr. Hazcall then moved to take
up the communieations, DBoechel object-
ed, as this was not mentioned in the call,
Hascall said they conld at loast hoar a
communication from tho mayor, but see-
ing it would be uavlesn to pepsist he

ATTEMPTED MURDER.

Lonis Shiclds Attempts to Shoot Thomas
Callan,

A Button Turns the Course of the
Bullet Thus Saving Callan’s
Life—Snields now inJail.

Another tragedy came near being ad-
ded to the liat of Omaba's crime yes-
terday. About ten o'clock Thomas
Callapn came marching down Sixteenth
streot, having in charge Louis Shields,
Callan was in his shirt slesves whila his
clothing was covered with dirt and his
hands covered with blood. Shields pre-
sented a sorry sight. His face waa
smeared with blood.and the crimson tide
had run down upon his shirt and other
clothing, makivg him look as if he had
just returned from amodern prize-fight,or
else had been run through a sausage
grinder, He was considerably intoxicat-
od and was marched by Callan directly to
the police court room, where he was
turned over to an officer. He was im-
medintely sent dowu to the city jail by
Judge Benoke to sober up,

Mr. Callan was (uestioned as to this
unusual proceeding and said that Shields,
who is o bricklayer, came to his place,
corner of Bixteenth and Burc atreets,
where he (Callan) hed & number of brick-
layors at work, and begsn talking to the
men and interfering with the work,
Shiclds was drunk and Callan told him
that he must not bother the men while
they were at work, and invited him to
leave the place. Shields became very
abusive at this, and called Callan all the
vile names he could command, and pro-
posed to fight him whether Callan want-
ed to fighe or not,

Shields advanced in a threatening man-
ner and Callan gave him a slap alongside
the face. At this point Shields tried to
got hold of a brick but Callan rolled hun
whout in the dirt and kept bim from got-
ting one, Shields then got up and went
awny. _

In n short time afterward Mr. Callan
was atanding upon the sidewalk in front
of his place. He had his banda behind
him and was leaning back against
building, when Shields again put i

appearsnce. He advanced until w In
four feet of Callan when he drew 10
volvor and said, *You — —— ——

am going to kil you now.” He ha

hardly uttered the words before ho
FULLED THE TRIGGER

and the cartridge exploded, Just be-
fure the revolver was discharged, Callan
made a quick move te protect himself,
and turned his body sideways to Bhields,

It was a cloge gall. The \mwdur burn-
od Callan's yvest in several places and
also his shirt sleeves, The bullet, how-
uyer,

ETIUCK A BUTTON,

upon his vest, and thus his life Wis
snved.
Immedintoly after the shot was fired,
Callan jumped upon Shields, wrested the
revolver from his grusp, threw lLin to the
sidowalk snd procceded to give him o
god pounding, After Callan had  be-
come  somewhat ocooled off he jerked
Bhields to his feel, and warched hun to
the police ocourt, a8 has been before
stated,

Index of all the papers submitted
to the Nehraska state medical society,
from the first to the fiftecnth sessions,
wis rend by Dr, Manstielde, of Ashland.

A vote of thanks was tendered the out-
going officers for their Inbors during the
year just passed, and to the various rail-
road companiea for their courtesies to the
magociation.

Resolutions on the doath of Willard
Parker, Samuel D. Gross and J, Marion
Sims, three world renowned men in the
soience of medicine and surgery, who
h:]n'u died in the past year, were adopt-
ed,

A resolution  was also adopted by
which the various membera of tl:o Asa0-
omtion are to be furnished with blanks
for births, deaths, contagious and epidem-
ic diseases, These when filied out are to
be sent to Dr. Mansfiold, of Plattamouth,
secretary of the association, who will
compile them and send his report to the
Governor of the state each year. The
ghvernor, it is said, has agreed to trans-
mit theee reports to the legisiature with
his recommondations.

The following resolution, which it is
thought by the members, will send to
atate asmociation, was presented by Dr.
M. W. Swone, of Wahoo, and unani-
mously adopted:
Iesolved thut candidates for admission into
membership in the Nebraska Medicall society
shall pessess the following qualifications:

physics or natural philosophy,
Branches of medical scionce to be included
In tno conurses of instruction : I'irat, anatomy;
wocond, physiology; third, chemistry; fourth,
muterin  medicn and therapoutics ; fifth,
theory and pepctien of medicivne; sixth, patho.
logy; seventh, surgery; eight, obstericisand
gyneology; ninth, hygiene; tenth, medical
Jurlsprudence,
Lengthof regnlar or gradunted conrses,
Firat, the time vecupied in the regujar cours-
ou or sesslons from which students aro  gradu-
uted shall not be less than five months or
twenty weaks each. Second, two full cours-
os of lectures not within one and the same
yoar of time shall be required for graduation
with the degrea of dootor of lumlhﬁ:m.
